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DRIVE  LAUl'ICHED  FOR  SELECTIVE  SERVICE  EXTENSION 

The  drive  for  a  three-year  extension  of  the  19U8  Selective  Service  Act  by  the  Defense 
Department  and  the  Secretary  of  State  was  launched  January  20  in  the  House  Armed  Services 
Committee,  when  Defense  Secretary  Louis  Johnson  and  Army  Secretary  Gordon  Gray  testified 
for  H.  R,  6826  (S.  2861).  Hearings  will  continue  with  Secretary  of  State  Dean  Acheson 

and  Director  of  the  Selective  Service  System,  General  Lewis  B.  Hershey,  Dates  have  not  yet 
been  announced  for  opposition  Yritnesses  to  appear. 

Cost 


Secretary  Johnson  said: 

"The  extension  of  the  Selective  Service  Act  will  cost  million  per  year,  and  the 
maintenance  of  the  records  that  are  required  to  be  kept  by  the  Selective  Service 
System  $6.7  millions  more  per  year." 

As  pointed  out  in  another  section  of  this  Newsletter,  this  amount  is  half  of  all  that  it  is 
proposed  that  the  United  States  should  spend  on  the  United  Nations,  six  U  N  specialized 
agencies,  and  sixteen  other  international  organizations  combined. 

Arguments  Advanced  For  The  Draft 

If  the  draft  were  allowed  to  expire  on  June  2U,  1950,  according  to  Defense  Secretary 
Johnson,  it  would  : 

1,  V^eaken  our  world  position  and  seriously  undermine  the  internal  position  of  the 
North  Atlantic  Pact  nations,  which  are  also  maintaining  a  draft  law  over  con¬ 
siderable  political  opposition. 

2,  Lose  us  four  precious  months  if  an  emergency  should  require  American  mobilization. 

3,  V/ithdraw  the  present  guarantee  that  the  Army  will  be  kept  up  to  strength.  Main¬ 
taining  the  draft  will  guarantee  a  strong  militarj’^  posture. 

Some  Questions  Raised  In  The  Hearings 

It  was  revealed  in  the  cross  questioning  that  not  only  had  no  men  been  drafted  since  last 
January,  but  that  the  Array  was  not  even  taking  new  recruits  -  only  re-enlistments  within 
90  days.  Army  Secretary  Gray  said  that  the  size  of  the  Annj’^  was  being  reduced  from 
670,000  to  630,000  for  budgetary  reasons.  Congressman  Paul  J.  Kilday  brought  out  that 
Canada  and  Iceland  do  not  have  peacetime  conscription,  and  that  England’s  conscription  is 
for  eighteen  months  and  France,  one  year.  Only  Portugal  of  the  Atlantic  Pact  Nations 
requires  22  months  militairy  service,  or  longer  than  the  21  months  liability  for  men  inducted 
under  the  19U8  Selective  Service  Act,  One  objection  raised  in  the  Committee  was  that  the 
19U3  Selective  Service  Act  gave  the  President  broad  powers  over  industry  and  over  the  use 
of  steel, 

CoiDpromise  Under  Discussion 

Some  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  have  been  proposing  a  stand-by  system,  whereby  regis¬ 
tration  and  classification  would  continue,  but  providing  that  only  Congress  could  order 
induction.  About  the  only  difference  from  the  present  would  be  transferring  authority  for 
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induction  from  the  Array  to  the  Congress.  It  would  still  retain  the  principles  of  peace¬ 
time  conscription  so  out  of  character  with  American  traditions,  maintain  a  set-up  for 
continuing  propaganda  for  conscription  in  all  states,  continue  the  unsettling  effect  on 
high  schools,  colleges,  and  employment  because  of  its  psychological  effect  on  men  of  draft 
age,  retard  serious  efforts  for  disarmament,  and  waste  the  tax  payers'  money. 

Effect  on  Conscience 


The  proposed  compromise  would  not  touch  one  of  the  direct  challenges  to  members  of  the 
Society  of  Friends  —  the  issues  raised  for  many  young  men  involved  in  registration. 
According  to  the  Central  Committee  for  Conscienci<«s  Objectors,  68  men  have  been  arrested 
for  failure  to  register  because  of  conscientious  reasons,  and  were  sentenced  to  prison  for 
periods  ranging  from  two  months  to  three  years.  The  average  sentence  was  eleven  months. 
Half  of  these  men  were  Quakers.  All  those  eligible  for  parole  have  been  released  on 
parole.  Five  are  still  in  prison.  A  great  many  of  those  convicted  under  the  wartime 
Selective  Service  System  for  violation  because  of  conscientious  reasons  still  have  not  had 
their  civil  rights  restored.

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THE  FEDERAL  BUDGET  FOR  19^1 

Last  month  we  analyzed  the  civilian  employment  of  the  Federal  Government  to  illustrate 
what  the  two  million  people  are  now  doing  who  are  supported  by  your  taxes,  which  on  the 
averaige  amount  to  a  little  more  than  your  wages  for  January  and  February.  Recently  the 
American  Legion  asserted  that  901,000  of  the  civilian  Federal  employees  were  veterans. 

This  month  we  are  trying  to  interpret  to  you  for  what  purposes  the  President  proposes  to 
spend  ^U2, 1*00,000,000  during  the  next  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1950.  This  is 
5>5, 100, 000, 000  more  than  the  anticipated  revenues.  It  is  these  requests  which  are  now 
before  the  appropriations  committees  of  the  House  and  Senate  for  their  action. 

These  figures  have  been  largely  computed  from  ”The  Budget  of  the  United  States  Government 
for  the  Fiscal  Year  1951,”  (lUOl  pages;  cost  $5.50)  and  from  "The  Federal  Budget  in  Brief 
for  the  Fiscal  Year  195l>”  (20  cents  in  coin.)  Both  of  these  documents  are  available  from 
the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.S,  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington  25 >  D.  C. 

About  73  cents  of  your  government's  dollar  is  slated  to  go  for  military  defense,  veterans 
benefits,  and  interest  on  the  public  debt,  while  less  than  one  tenth  of  one  cent  would  be 
spent  on  our  participation  in  the  United  Nations,  six  United  Nations  specialized  agencies, 
and  sixteen  other  international  organizations  all  put  together.  The  Department  of  State 
would  have  half  a  cent  for  its  ramified  efforts  for  peace.  The  ”bold  new  program"  of 
technical  assistance  to  the  imderdeveloped  world  is  down  for  one-tvrelfth  of  one  cent. 

Economic  aid  to  Europe,  Korea,  the  Philippines  and  the  occupied  countries  would  cost  nine 
cents,  and  international  relief  through  international  organizations  adds  up  to  one  ei^th  of 
one  cent.  Price  supports,  loans,  and  other  aids  to  agriculture  take  a  nickel  out  of  the 
federal  dollar.  Flood  control,  irrigation,  public  power,  forest  conservation,  and  provid¬ 
ing  fish  and  wildlife  for  the  sportsmen  costs  more  than  three  cents.  Social  welfare, 
public  assistance  to  the  aged,  blind  and  to  dependent  children,  public  health,  school 
lunches,  and  social  security  programs  for  the  general  public  together  add  up  to  six  and  a 
half  cents  or  less  than  half  the  nation  provides  for  the  15, OCX), 000  veterans  of  World  War 
II  and  the  veterans  of  previous  wars. 

Building  hi^ways,  dredging  rivers  and  harbors,  building  airports,  subsidizing  the  merchant 
marine,  the  postoffice,  and  other  transportation  and  communications  activities  takes  four 
cents;  housing  and  slum  clearance,  three  pennies;  general  government,  three  more; 
education,  one  cent;  Labor  divides  a  penny  with  finance,  commerce,  and  industry.  So  the 
President  proposes  to  spend  your  partly  taxed  and  partly  borrowed  Federal  dollar.

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FIRST  CONGRESSIONAL  ACTION  ON  TECHNICAI-  ASSISTANCE  -  POINT  IV 


After  a  year  of  deliberation  and  consultation  among  government  agencies  and  private  organi¬ 
zations,  legislation  authorizing  technical  assistance  and  aid  to  under-developed  areas  is 
about  to  be  reported  by  the  House  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs.  The  proposal  made  origi¬ 
nally  by  the  Administration  has  been  amended  more  nearly  to  approach  the  bill  introduced 
by  Congressman  Christian  Herter,  Massachusetts,  and  the  new  measures  (identical)  are  H.  R. 

68 3U  and  H.  R.  6835. 

The  Friends  Committee  on  National  Legislation  was  represented  at  the  House  Foreign  Affairs 
Committee  hearing  by  Delbert  E.  Replogle  of  Ridgewood,  New  Jersey,  former  head  of  mission 
for  the  United  Nations  -  A.F.S.C.  relief  operation  in  Southern  Palestine.  On  the  basis 
of  his  experience,  he  urged  strongly  the  multilateral  approach  for  channeling  this  assist¬ 
ance  through  the  United  Nations  program  and  that  bilateral  action  should  be  undertaken 
only  when  it  proved  impossible  for  the  U  N  to  act  successfully.  He  also  stressed  the 
importance  of  securing  people  of  integrity  and  character  to  carrj’^  out  the  program. 

In  spite  of  this  and  similar  please  from  the  National  Grange  and  labor,  the  new  bills  still 
mention  the  United  Nations  only  in  one  section,  and  that  reads:  "the  participation  of  the 
United  Nations,  the  Organization  of  the  American  States,  and  their  related  organizations 
and  of  other  international  organizations  shall  be  sought  wherever  practicable.” 

Equally  unrealistic  is  the  idea  that  such  projects  can  be  carried  on  without  tapping  public 
funds.  Major  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the  use  of  investment  capital.  The  use  of  public 
funds  is  being  played  down.  Many  of  the  primary  needs  of  underdeveloped  areas  such  as 
basic  land  improvement,  schools,  hospitals,  eradication  of  disease  could  hardly  be  expected 
to  appeal  to  investment  capital.  If  such  problems  are  not  faced  and  if  the  aid  to  backward 
areas  is  to  be  sold  as  an  inexpensive  program,  the  great  possibilities  of  this  opportunity 
will  not  be  realized. 

Concerned  citizens  should  note  that  no  action  has  yet  been  scheduled  by  the  Senate  Foreign 
Relations  Committee  and  no  particular  interest  has  been  indicated  in  the  Senate  as  a  whole. 
There  is  in  the  present  bills  no  actual  appropriation,  and  once  this  authorization  for  a 
Point  IV  program  has  been  made,  both  Houses  will  have  to  act  on  an  appropriation.  The 
President's  budget  calls  for  $35  million;  some  of  that  will  be  contributed  directly  to  the 
United  Nations  program,  but  the  exact  amount  has  not  yet  been  determined. 

As  James  Warburg  pointed  out  in  his  recent  discussion  with  the  Annual  Washington  Seminar, 
$35  million  will  probably  not  build  even  one  of  the  necessary  dams  or  irrigation  projects. 
Granting  that  this  Congress  cannot  commit  future  Congresses  to  a  specific  legislative 
program,  and  granting,  too,  that  Congress  is  worried  about  increasing  ex{-)enditures,  even 
so  there  would  seem  to  be  merit  in  laying  before  our  country  and  the  world  a  full  and 
adequate  program  of  what  we  would  like  to  help  accomplish.  This  would  give  us  better 
direction  in  our  thinking  and  would  certainly  inspire  hope  among  other  peoples  who,  under 
the  present  proposal,  are  left  to  await  the  inadequate  movement  of  private  capital. 

UNITED  NATIONS  REVISION 

The  House  Foreign  Affairs  Committee  has  before  it  H.  Con.  Res.  61  sponsored  by  105  Rep¬ 
resentatives,  vrtiich  declares  : 

”That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Congress  that  it  should  be  a  fundamental  objective  of 
the  foreign  policy  of  the  United  States  to  support  and  strengthen  the  United  Nations 
and  to  seek  its  development  into  a  worla  federation,  open  to  all  nations,  with  definite 
and  limited  powers  adequate  to  preserve  peace  and  prevent  aggression  through  the 
enactment,  interpretation,  and  enforcement  of  world  law,”

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The  big  question  now  is  whether  the  Resolution  will  be  voted  out  in  substantially  that  form, 
or  whether  the  Committee  will  recommend  something  similar  to  the  Atlantic  Union  proposals 
for  a  federation  of  the  Atlantic  Pact  Nations,  which  would  tend  to  create  another  power 
bloc  and  weaken  the  worldwide  development  of  the  United  Nations.  V/e  would  encourage  you 
to  write  to  your  Congressman  now,  since  this  bill  may  reach  the  House  soon. 

REVISION  OF  DISPLACED  PERSONS  ACT  OF  19li8 

The  Senate  Judiciary  Committee  is  reported  to  have  a  bill  ready  to  amend  the  Displaced 
Persons  Act  of  19U8.  It  differs  in  a  few  important  particulars  from  the  Celler  Bill 
passed  by  the  House  last  year,  but  will  probably  carry  the  same  number  —  H.  R.  hS67 , 

The  following  is  subject  to  revision,  but  the  information  we  have  indicates  that  this 
version  of  the  bill  sets  the  total  at  320,000  instead  of  339,000  as  in  the  original  Celler 
bill.  The  law  as  passed  provides  for  205,000.  The  two  bills  adopt  January  1,  19U9  as  the 
date  before  which  a  Displaced  Persons  must  have  entered  the  camps  to  be  eligible  under  the 
law,  instead  of  December  19U5  as  is  presently  the  law. 

Two  provisions  are  continued  in  the  Senate  bill  which  the  Celler  bill  would  have  eliminate! 
These  are  1)  the  provision  requiring  that  30%  of  the  total  admitted  to  the  United  States 
should  be  agricultural  labor,  which  is  further  qualified  in  the  Senate  bill  by  requiring 
that  each  person  shall  have  had  at  least  two  years  experience  in  agricultural  pursuits;  ani 
2)  the  provision  that  UO;^  of  the  total  be  from  occupied  areas.  5000  orphans  and  5000 
children  adopted  by  U.S,  personnel  are  included,  over  and  above  the  320,000  total  in  the 
Senate  bill. 

Action  will  probably  be  taken  in  the  Senate  in  the  near  future,  and  after  that  the  differ¬ 
ences  between  the  House  and  Senate  bills  will  have  to  be  ironed  out  in  conference. 

AGRICULTURAL  SEICNAR 

Some  forty  farmers,  rural  pastors,  and  others  closely  related  to  agriculture,  from  eight¬ 
een  states  have  enrolled  for  a  Seminar  on  "ViThat  Gould  and  Should  American  Agriculture  Do 
for  a  Hungry  Viorld?"  Sessions  will  be  held  January  31  to  February  10,  inclusive.  The  2$ 

speakers  will  include  Secretary’’  of  Agriculture  Brannan  and  various  staff  members  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture;  Sir  Herbert  Broadley,  Deputy  Director  General  of  the  Food  and 
Agriculture  Organization;  Willard  Thorp,  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  for  Economic  Affair 
and  Senator  George  D.  Aiken  of  Vermont,  member  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Agriculture.  It 
is  expected  that  a  report  will  be  issued. 
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
